I am on my way to an exhibit 
entitled ...On Britain's Doorstep 
at DAZIBAO: Centre de pho- 
tographies actuelles. The artist 
is Stephen Shortt - a native of 
Northern Ireland, once a stu- 
dent of the Chelsea School of Art 
in London, now living and 
working in Montréal. His exhi- 
bition is a comment on the po- 
litical situation in Northern Ire- 
land. I fall on my icy steps, miss 
the bus, and prepare for another 
day of bombardment by visual 
images documenting the para- 
digm of global conflicts. 

What I come to face, how- 
ever, is not strictly photojourna- 
lism, nor is i t video clips à la late 
news. Rather, Steven Shortt has 
delivered a provocative collec- 
tion of manipulated and meta- 
morphosised images that com- 
municate deliberate, introspec- 
tive statements. His strategies 
vary, but the basis of most of 
Shortt's work is the black and 
while photograph. Several are 
blown up to gigantic propor- 
tions, rendering the image 
barely recognizable. In some 
cases more photographic im- 
ages arc superimposed above 



the first, juxtaposing people, 
streets, buildings, and house- 
hold kitsch. Other enlarged 
photos incorporate new images 
painted over with shades of 
gray, black, and green. Some of 
the exhibits are death messages 
upon which a photo of the de- 
ceased is encompassed by the 



scope of a gun, a reoccuring 
visual motif. 

Every individual work is 
supplemented cither by a quote 
addressing the nature of the 
violence, pledges to the free- 
dom and welfare of the Irish 
Republican State, or extractions 
from hand-written texts inked 



accross the glass pane. 

TheoutcomeofShortt'swork 
is an elaborate and personal 
system analyzing a country tom 
between two religious factions. 
To his credit, Shortt's work does 
not serve to influence its specta- 
tors one way or another. Con- 
versely, the exhibit lends itself 



to personal, objective reading 
under a new light. Comple- 
menting the exhibit is a book 
which includes interviews with 
representatives from both po- 
litical sides. Shortt isn't present- 
ing his bias on an issue; he is 
confronting the nature of a con- 
flict. In the spirit of that ap- 
proach one caption reads: "I 
think that's the major thing, just 
one side seeing the other side as 
they are, not as the myths pres- 
ent them, and that will take a 
long time."

Nichols’ belly

Ever since he captured sneak 
previews of Anne Bancroft's 
allegedly sexy bcllybutton on 
celluloid, Mike Nichols has 
been famous for managing to 
make subtly erotic films with- 
out making sexuality a cine- 
matic commodity for the 
American public. But while 
thon,inT/ieGr<jdt«ife,itwasonly 
Bancroft's black nylons sus- 
pended in front of Dustin 
Hoffman's eager eyes that fu- 
eled the film's sexual tension, 
now, in Working Girl, Melanie 
Griffith has to vaccum her 
boss's flat in the raw in order to 
achieve the same effect — with- 
out any success. 

This, of course, has much to 
do with the sexual "matura- 
tion" of both the American 
movie-going public and the 
post-Monroe care-free attitude 
of glittering Hollywood. The 
classic Ava Gardner-Rita 
Hayworth sexual reserve has 
given way to Melanie Griffith's 
current anatomical expositions 
which are themselves an exten- 
sion of her former roles, such as 
that of a pom star with a mis- 
taken identity in Body Double 



(directed by Brian de Palma). 

From a moral stance. Working 
Girl becomes little more than 
kinky soft porn in the closet, and 
none of Nichols' pretenses of 
commenting on the lower- 
middle class American tragedy 
can counter-balance this. 

Here, the boss (Sigourney 
Weaver) is but a ridiculous 
cheat, a quasi-nympho with a 
broken leg and an Ivy League 
degree. On a higher level on the 
capitalist hierarchic stairway, 
however, stands the boss's boss 
(Harrison Ford), the secret of 
eternal happiness, and he turns 
out to be a real peachy guy with 
a big smile stamped on his face 
and a real big and generous 
heart. At the climax of the most 
repulsive happy ending in re- 
cent memory, he fires the lesser 
boss with a sexual wisecrack 
and absurdly handsherjobover 
to our hcart-blecdingly inno- 
cent heroine. The final shot 
shows her boxed in her new 
executive office, itself boxed 
among many others, inside a 
New York harbour high-rise. 
The chorus, meanwhile, hails 
the newest member of the Yup- 
pie Kingdom. 

Working Girl fails to impress, 
even on a purely aesthetic level.

First, the star triangle, the new 
Hollywood perscription for the 
recent plague of boredom-on- 
thc-scrcen syndrome, does not 
quite click here. Weaver fails to 
achieve a status higher than a 
mere object of superficial 

tred. We are supposed to dis- 
like her intensely only because 
she represents the counter- 
point to our sweet lovable 
Melanie, and not because she is 
a cheater, a creep, or even a 
boss. The script gives Weaver 
little elbow room for making 
much of her dismal character, 
but she ignores even that. Ford, 
who has previously demon- 
strated his ability to surpass his 
star status and actually act well 
despite the circumstances, is 
also weak. Like Griffith, he be- 
comes a subject to a camera 
which cuddles his muscles and 
focuses on his face. With this 
kind of treatment, his position 
as a crucial catalyst in Griffith's 
financial (and sexual) life be- 
comes a triviality easily ig- 
nored. 

Finally, Melanie Griffith, 
partly by way of her character's 
struggling cause, but mostly in 
comparison to the complete life- 
lessness of the former two, 
manages to offer the most sym- 



not tolerable 



pathetic portrait. She is at least 
likable, which is a characteristic 
of quintessential value in this 
film. 

But the "curse" of this film 
must finally fall on Nichols him- 
self. His films have been consis- 
tent in their themes of true 
middle-class American misery, 
from The Graduate to Carnal 
Knowledge to the recent Biloxi 
Blues and WorkingGirl. Heeven 
injected those themes into his 
fall production of Waiting For 
Godot (with an unlikely cast of 




Steve Martin, Robin Williams, 
and F. Murray Abraham-an- 
other star triangle), where he 
actually manipulated Beckett's 
lines to pull a joke on then-presi- 
dential candidate George Bush. 
It is his attempt to sell us his 
usual cheap thrills under the 
guise of a social comment that is 
most irritating. Sometimes even 
a brutally honest porn flick 
without a trace of social con- 
ciousness can be more tolerable 
than a Mike Nichols Film.

Was the Bible really an 
ancient tabloid newspaper? 
Would a really good hair- 
dresser be able to resolve 
marital strife, schedule the 
weather and perform open- 
heart surgery? Arc there vet- 
erinarians out there who make 
their livings bludgeoning 
guinea pigs to death? Is 
comedy a serious business? 
The First City Players say 
"yes" to all of the above. 

First City is a new improvi- 
sation and sketch comedy 
troupe based in Montréal's 
anglophone stand-up comedy 
palace, the Comedy Nest on 
Bishop. As their name sug- 
gests, the group works in the 
tradition established by Chi- 
cago and Toronto's famous 
Second City companies, 
combining scripted material 
with spontaneous humour 
based on audience sugges- 
tions. The final product 
depends on the quality of the 
writing and the speed of the 
intellect — making for perform- 
ances as surreal, topical or dull 
as the players' imaginations 
allow. 

The troupe was conceived 
by producer and head writer 
Bill Marks, who is director of 
talent development at the 
Comedy Nest and teaches a 
stand-up workshop there 
which has weaned many of 
Montréal's bright young 
comedians. Marks approached 
Comedy Nest owner Ernie 
Butler with the suggestion that 
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McGill students members of 
new comedy group 




Montréal had room for an Eng- 
lish comedy troupe which 
would do the kind of work 
being done by many successful 
francophone groups over the 
past few years. He thought the 
club could take advantage of 
the continent-wide comedy 
renaissance heralded as one of 
the eighties' trendiest trends. 
Butler agreed, and the word 
went out in the Mirror and the 

Gazette in late August. 

These ads caught the 
attention of Steve Beauregard, 
a McGill drama student with 
fifteen years experience in the 
theatre and a member of the 
McGill Players' Theatresports 
team. He made contact with 
Butler and Marks in hopes of 
becoming a member of First 
City, and sent in a resumé. So 
impressed were the producers 
with Beauregard's background 
in both improvisation and le- 
gitimate theatre that they 
asked him to become the 
troupe 's artistic director. "I 
went in at three o'clock 
begging to audition," says 
Beauregard. "At four-thirty I 
was the director. Kind of an 
interesting twist." 

After some weeks of 
administrational organization, 
Marks and Beauregard held 
five weeks of open auditions, 
screening more than a 
hundred applicants before 
finally selecting nine perform- 
ers (including Beauregard 
himself) to form the core of the 
group. "We saw a lot of 
lunatics," Beauregard recalls. 
"People who were there 
literally because once in their 
life somebody told them 'Hey, 
you're pretty funny, man.' We 
also saw a lot of very talented 
people who for one reason or 
another we couldn't accept." 

The club was looking for 
"people who were really great 
at thinking on their feet," 
Beauregard says. "We needed 
people who could think 
rapidly, had a sense of hu- 
mour, and acting ability, too, 
because of the character- 
oriented type of skits we do." 

Beyond these shared skills, 
the nine performers have a 
fairly wide range of experience 
and abilities. Beauregard and 
three of the others are current 
or former McGill students. 

Kim Binsted is an honors 
student in physics who has 
worked in film, radio, stand- 



up and as a member of Thea- 
tresports. Ken Dobell is also a 
Theatresports player, a McGill 
drama major often seen on 
various stages on campus, and 
a musician. And Brian Wrench 
is a McGill alumnus, a per- 
former/ writer who has 
worked in plays all over 
Montréal and as part of the 
Outprov improvisational com- 
edy group which was often 
seen at the late Café Com- 
mun/Commune and appeared 
as frequent special guests with 
McGill Players' Theatresports. 

The rest of the troupe is 
made up of actors and comedi- 
ans from various comers of the 
community. Scott Pangman is 
also an Outprov member, and 
an accomplished rock and 
blues musician (currently at 
work on The Ballad of Drew 
Barrymore, an ode to the 
former E.T. cutie now in a 
detox clinic). Heidi Foss, a 
comedian, and Marianne 
Matlby are Concordia theatre 
graduates. Neil Janna is a pro- 
fessional stand-up who has 
worked with the Just For 
Laughs festival for the past 
three years. And Claude 
Genest is a bilingual profes- 
sional actor, who has done a 
number, of cpmmercials and 



had roles in the "Mount 
Royal" and "Lance et Compte" 
television scries. His father, 
Emile Genest, was a star in the 
famous Plouffe Family. 

The performers have their 
own reasons for being inter- 
ested. According to Dobell, 
"There are a lot of pipe dreams 
that I don't take too seriously. 
When the producers say 
they're going to make us all 
millionaires, what I hear is that 
they will give us backing, a 
space, and exposure for the 
type of comedy that I other- 
wise would be doing as an 
amateur." 

He secs the group as 
providing an alternative to the 
kind of "tils and ass comedy 
that dominates the scene right 
now. This is something a little 
more intellectual, subtle and 
rewarding." 

Pangman thinks First City is 
"loose enough now, at the 
beginning, that I can see it ex- 
panding in all sorts of different 
directions. We're thinking of 
starting a spin-off band called 
Blue Cheese, for one thing. It's 
a bonus, too, that I like the 
people and we work well 
together, so we should be able 
to keep away from killer 
politics for a long time." 



Beauregard echoes this 
optimism. From what he's 
seen in their three months of 
rehearsal and in well-received 
performances at the Comedy 
Nest and the Centaur Theatre's 
New Year's Eve gala, he 
"couldn't be happier. We have 
a viable live and television 
group here, because of the 
quality of the writing and per- 
forming. It's intelligent, so- 
cially aware, not going for 
cheap scatological or disgust- 
ing jokes — not talking down to 
the Lowest Common Denomi- 
nator. Everybody contributes 
ideas and eveiyone can shoot 
them down. Eventually, we 
hope not to have to live in the 
9-to-5 world because of this." 

In the short term, the group 
will be performing every 
Tuesday night at 20h30 at the 
Comedy Nest and accepting 
bookings at hotels, conven- 
tions and other clubs. "We're 
theatre sluts," Beauregard 
says. "We'll do anything to get 
on stage. Making people laugh 
is the best high there is— and 
God knows I've tried them 
all." 

"Right up there with a great 
game of hockey on a Saturday 
night," Pangman affirms.
